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Labor MKs:

KNESSET House Committee 
chairman MK Haggai Merom 
and Labor faction chairman 
Ra’anan Cohen yesterday called 
for the removal of Likud leader 
Binyamin Netanyahu’s immunity 
so he can be tried for revealing 
military secrets. 

Merom said he would petition 
the High Court of Justice to rule 
On the issue, unless Attorney- 
General Michael Ben-Yair re- 
considers ἃ previous decision not 
to remove Netanyahu's 
immunity. 

The demand followed the 
opinion issued yesterday by 
Knesset legal adviser Zvi Inbar 
that it is possible to remove Ne-, 
tanyahu's immonity and try him 
for exposing a secret document 
dealing with the talks with Syria. 

The Stauber Document, which 
details Israel's positions in the of- 
ficers’ talks with Syria, was ex- 
posed by Netanyahu in the Knes- 
set plenum at the end of June. 

An opinion issued by Ben- 
Yair's assistant at the time, based 
on the ruling of outgoing Su- 
preme Court Justice Meir Sham- 
gar, said an MK who exposes 
confidential details in a speech is 
protected by his parliamentary 
immunity. 

The Likud dismissed the accu- 
Sations, stating that the docu- 
ment in question was not military 
but political, and had been 
brought to the Syrians’ knowl- 
edge. yet kept secret from the 
Israeli public. 

Netanyahu charged the gov- 
ernment and coalition of at- 
tempting to sbut the opposition’s 
mouth in yet another way. 

“What I revealed was the gov- 
ernment's concessions on the Go- 
lan, and the fact that Prime Min- 
ister Yitzhak Rabin has broken 
the promises he gave from the 
same podium, the Knesset ple- 
pum,” he said i an interview 
with Erev Hadash.

According to the officials, the GSS said that of the

Rodriguez immediately denied 
traffickers contributed to Presi- 
dent Ernesto Samper’s 1994 cam- 
paign, and called Samper’s for- 
mer campaign treasurer a liar for 
saying that they had. 

Appearing relaxed in a goatee 
and a blue sports jacket as police 
with automatic rifles showed him 
off to reporters in Bogota, Rodri- 
guez said “the president is an 
honest man.” 

Serrano wouldn't say what led 
police to the apartment, but said 
they knew the general location 
for about a week and tracked Ro- 
driguez down after the arrest of a 
top aide described as his commu- 
nications chief. 

According to police, Rodri- 
guez congratulated officers on 
the arrest, and said their intelli- 
gence service was excellent. 

Rodriguez is the sixth leader of 
the Cali carte] to wind up behind 
bars in two months.

OURCES close to Foreign Minister Shi- 
S= Peres said on Sunday that Israel may 

sign an agreement with the Palestinians 
leaving some of the crucial issues unresolved. 
These include the army's withdrawal plans in 
Hebron, the production and distribution of elec- 
tricity in Judea and Samaria, and the contro of 
‘water resources. 

The reason for this haste is all too clear: Both 
Israel and the Palestinians are concerned about 
the political consequences of an impasse, and 
both want to sign the agreement on implement- 
ing ‘*Oslo’s second phase’’ by the middle of 
September. Since it is unlikely they can agree 
on solutions to the thornier problems by then, 
they would rather leave them for later, with the 
understanding that a later agreement can be 
incorporated as an appendix to the main docu- 
ment. 

This decision is worrisome on several counts, 
not least of which is that it is a retreat from 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s solemn Knes- 
set pledge of July 17 on the question of water. 
His announcement at the time was unequivocal: 
“If the issue is not resolved satisfactorily, we 
will not sign [the second phase of the interim 
agreement. ἡ 

To scuttle this wise decision within less than 
a month only Lecause the negotiating partners 
‘want to reassure their constituencies that they 
are making progress is irresponsible. Water is 
the key not only to Israel’s growth, but to its 
survival as a modern country. Only if it pre- 
serves its current capacity and develops new 
water Tesources can the country maintain its 
standard of living, keep its professionals from 
emigrating, develop its industry and agriculture, 
and attract immigrants from Western countries. 

By sheer coincidence, the day Peres an- 
nounced the likely postponement of the negotia- 
tions over water, the World Bank published a 
harrowing report on the state of the world’s 
water supply. More than 40 percent of the 
world’s population is suffering from water

quadrupling of fines for some traffic

Even more ising is the committee’s de- 
cision to broaden the use of ‘‘administrative 
license suspension,’’ — the immediate removal 
from the road of those who commit egregious 
offenses. 

And most welcome is the decision to add 150 
policemen to the traffic police force. Obviously, 
no offender will fear the law if there is no one 
on the road to enforce it. 

But somehow it is difficult to escape the 
feeling that the war against traffic accidents, 
Israel's deadliest unnatural killer, is being 
waged only half-heartedly. It is as if traffic 
tragedies are accepted as inevitable — the price 
one must pay for living in an industrial society. 

Awareness of the dimensions of the scourge 
is becoming greater. The media now report the 
toll far more conscientiously than they ever did. 
And it is common knowledge that the number of 
traffic accident victims exceeds that of all of 
Israel's wars, that every year hundreds die and 
thousands are crippled and injured. There is 
little doubt that the toll this year will be higher

But the Turkish govern- 
ment has made it clear that it has no intention to 
sell water to Israel or anyone else because 
Turkey needs all the water itself. It is even 

lanning to stop the flow of the Euphrates into 
Syria and Iraq, making these countries more 
possessive about their own water sources, and 
more covetous of water in neighboring coun- 
tries. 

No sane government can relinquish control 
over water resources under such circumstances. 
In Israel’s case, control over the Judea and 
Samaria aquifers determines how much water 
can be pumped in the low areas, where two- 
thirds of Israel’s ion and industry lie. To 
believe that there can be cooperation, collabora- 
tion and sharing between Israel and the Pales- 
tinians once the PLO assumes the responsibil- 
ities of a sovereign power in these areas is to 
defy the most basic common sense. Israel must 
keep complete control over these resources in 
the foreseeable future, or it will be sacrificing 


its very lifeblood on the altar of ‘‘peace.”’

What may not be commonly known is that 
studies in the US show that raising the speed 
limit beyond 90 km per hoor (enforced in the 
US during the oil crisis because it saves gaso- 
line) increases traffic deaths. Yet the limit has 
been raised in Israel, and it is almost certain that 
the change is directly responsible for the in- 
crease in fatalities this year. Other factors — the 
growth in the number of cars and deteriorating 
road conditions — may also play a role. 

The cost is not only in lives. The economic 
losses caused by traffic are so enormous that 
even a cold calculation detached from human 
emotion would dictate an all-out war against 
accident!

The speed limit should be reduced, more 
policemen should be recruited to enforce it and 
other traffic laws, such devices as the Marom 
detectors -- which “‘catch”’ speeding drivers in 
urban areas -- should be installed, drivers who 
kill while breaking the law should never be 
allowed back on the road, drunk drivers should 
be severely punished, overpasses and under- 
passes should be built to eliminate ‘dangerous 
junctions, and cars and trucks should be inspect- 
ed far more regularly and strictly. The list is as

And legislators must realize that even if all 
these measures are taken, their price will be far 
below the cost in lives, injury, agony and eco- 
nomic losses that they will surely save.

(NMC) is a sampler of 

musical offerings from 
various comers of the giobal vil- 
lage. But it is a far cry from the 
old “anthropologist tapes happy 
natives — file under ethnic” 
school of recordings. 

The album features an uneven 
selection which covers far too 
much thematically unrelated 
ground to provide a focused, tru- 
lv satisfying listen.

Israel Prize 
winner 
Don Patinkin 
passes away 
at 73 


ISRAEL Prize laureate Prof. 
Don Patinkin, a former rector 
and president of Hebrew Univer- 
sity, a member of the Israel 
Academy of Sciences, and one of 
the founders of economic re- 
search in Israel, died yesterday at 
13 


At 9:45 am. today, his coffin 
will lie in state in the university 
administration building in Givat 
Ram. The funeral will begin 
there at 10, and at 10:30 the fu- 
neral procession will depart for 
the Har Hamenuhot cemetery. 

Patinkin joined the Hebrew U. 
faculty immediately after the War 
of Independence, bringing with 
him a knowledge of modern eco- 
nomics and transforming the éco- 
nomics department into one of 
the most important at the univer- 
sity. He trained generations of 
students, many of whom followed 
him into academia and many of 
whom assumed leading roles in 
the country’s economy. 

From 1982 to 1986, he served 
the university as rector, then as 
president, before retiring in 1989 
after 40 years at Hebrew U. 

In 1959, he won the Rothschild 
Prize, and in 1970, he was award- 
ed the Israel Prize. 

Patinkin was a member of 
many international organiza- 
tions, and served as president of 
the Econometric Association and 
the Israeli Economics Associa- 
tion. 

He is survived by his wife De- 
vora, a son, and three daughters.

A mini-scandal arose when the 
coalition refused to pair off one 
of its members with Kaufman for 
the vote, as is customary in such 
cases. 

When the Likud threatened to 
bring Kaufman to the Knesset in 
an ambulance to vote, Meretz 
MK Avraham Poraz volunteered 
to abstain.
